British Embassy Bombed 
—New Thousands Rally 
to Defend City 


MADRID, Jan. 8 (UP).—Fight- 


The full weight of Gen. Francisco 
Francos main army, reinforced by 
thousands of German and Italian 
troops, battered at the lines to Es- 
corial—the same route over which 
Napoleon's victorious soldiers en- 
tered in 1812. 

Pifteen government airplanes 
bombed the Fascist lines around El 
Plantillo and Majadahonda during 
the morning, while the Fascist 
forces answered each attack by 
sending their own air force of 14 
bombers against University City 
and around Dehesa de la Villa. 


TAKE TWO TOWNS 


The two squadrons, each escorted 
by pursuit planes, met in the air 
over Aravaca, and engaged in the 
most spectacular air battle yet seen 
in the Siege of Madrid which today 
began its third month.

Neutrality Resolution Victory 
For Hearst-Liberty Leaguers 
Over People's Mandate for Peace

Neutrality, what crimes are committed in 
ay name! : 

The American people originally understood 
neutrality as Ssyiving to keep America out of 
war, 

Perverting that wish, a neutrality resolution 
has been adopted by Congress, at the behest of 
President Roosevelt, that will encourage Fas- 
cism to continue its war provocations and 
threaten to drag the United States into an im- 
minent, world war. 

If we trace the history of American neutrality 
legislation since the New Deal government came 
into office we wiil see how the original aim of 


Spain is a deliberate mockery of even the pre- 
vious limited neutrality legislation, It is direct 
aid to Fascism. 

Just one year ago, on Jan. 3, 1936, President 
Roosevelt defined the cjective of neutrality 
to be “through a well-ordered neutraljty to do 
naught to encourage the contest, through ade- 
quate defense to save ourselves from embroil- 
ment and attack, and through example and all 
legitimate encouragement and assistance to per- 
suade the other nations to return to the ways 
of peace and good will.” ; 

Discussion on neutrality legislation was in- 
itiated in Congress in March, 1935, when Hit- 
ler's re-armamnet program threatened a new 
world war. 

WEAKNESSES OF RESOLUTION 


Neutrality legislation was designed, therefore, 
to meet the issue of Fascist war aggression, 
linked up as it was even then, with Japanese 
imperialism’s drive into China and for control 
of the Pacific where American imperialism has 
major interests. 

The 
basing itself on the desire of the American 
people for peace, had fatal weaknesses. 

It was legislation, supposedly against all bel- 


ligerents, without, however, singling out ag- 


gressor powers. 

Collaboration With the peace forces of the 
world was missing. Neutrality without such 
collaboration was distorted by the reaction- 
aries to assist the war mongers, particularly 
the threatening fascist aggressor powers. 

The first neutrality resolution passed on Aug. 
31, 1935, was adopted with Hitler, Mussolini and 
the Japanese War Lord, Araki, in view, 
resolution provided:

Biggest In U. S. History 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—A billion 
dollars for war preparations—the 
biggest peace time expendit for 
fhe army and navy and every r 
of it to be obtained at the expense 
of the hungry jobless—was the key- 
note in President Roosevelt's 
budget proposals to Congress today. 

He didn’t put nt just that way. 
He explained that in cutting the 
1938 expenditure for relief by a 
billion dollars, he relied on industry 
to hire the jobless. 

“BALANCED” IN 28 

The President's figures. estimates 
of expenditures and income show 
that the budget is to be “balanced” 
in 1938, 

Total receipts of the government 
in 1936 he gave as $4,115,956,615 and 
total expenditures $8,879,798,257. 

In 1937 these figures are to be: 
receipts, $5,828,150,719 and expenses, 
$8,480 804 493. 

In 1938 the budget will balance 
and leave a surplus, according to 
plan, at receipts, 7,293,607,197 and 
expenses, $6,157,999,254. 

The public debt is to be “frozen” 
at just over thirty-five billion dol- 
lars.

To Win Maritime Strike 


® Unable to starve the strikers into sub- 
mission, the shipowners and their labor 
stooges are launching more concerted ef- 
forts to smash the ten-week-old maritime 
strike. 

On the Pacific Coast the shipowners’ 
professed readiness to reach a settlement 
with the unions of the Maritime Federation 
of the Pacific has proved to be only a ma- 
neuver to disrupt and weaken the strike. In 
the past week reports indicate that they 
have resorted to organized terror against 
pickets in San Francisco and have attempted 
to bring in the first few scabs. 

On the East and Gulf Coasts the ship- 
owners, with the active assistance of the of- 
ficials of the International Seamen’s Union 


and of Joseph P. Ryan, president of the In- . 


ternational Longshoremen’s Association, are 
increasingly using the weapons of terror and 
disruption. 

The ‘vicious slugging and knifing of pick- 
ets, the burning of the waterfront headquar- 


ters of the Communist Party, the attack on 


the headquarters of the publication, The 
Catholic Worker, and the “resignation” from 
the strike committee of the stool pigeon, 
Glenn Moore Skoggman, are well woven out 
of the same cloth. 

The role of the government in this situa- 
tion can hardly be said to square with the 
lofty principles which President Roosevelt 
has, from time to time, enunciated. Despite 
strikers’ protests, he has refused to suspend 
temporarily the Copeland Act which enables 
the shipowners to set up a blacklist against 
militant seamen. 

Moreover, the government subsidies to 
shipowners are at the present time actual- 
ly subsidies for strikebreaking. Without 
these subsidies it is probable that the ship- 
owners would have long ago been com- 
pelled to come to terms with the strikers. 

The maritime strike is of the greatest 
significance to the entire labor movement. 
Despite the odds against them, the strikers’ 
ranks remain solid after ten weeks of strug- 
gle. But if they are to win, they require 
the active support of all trade unions and 
progressive organizations.
